Paris, October 28.—The pushing of 
the Germans out of France oppo- 
site Nancy yesterday and the. es- 
tablishing of French positions in- 
side the German froncier is regarded 
as an important achievement at thie 
juncture, proving that the allies are 
capable of carrying the war into the 
enemy's country while holding the in- 
vading army in check in the north. 

The “blue devils,” as the Germans 
call the French light infantry operat- 
ing in the Vosges, again justified the 
terror in which they are held by the 
enemy. They led the final rush which 
forced the last of the Germans out of 
French Lorraine. These troops hesi- 
tate at no sacrifice to gain an end. 
The second battalion, emulating the 
first battalion which took the first 
flag from the Germans, held the van- 
tage ground gained, despite great 
losses. 

Every Thicket Belched Fire. 


This seems to end for the time be- 
ing the long effort against the un- 
fortified town of Nancy, the defense 
of which has proved a great surprise 
to the Germans.

MUST USE GOLD: 


Or Lawful Money in Mak- 
ing Transfer of Reserve 
Deposits to Reserve Banks. 
System to Start With Plen- 
ty of Money. 


Washington, October 28.—The fed- 
eral reserve board tonight notified all 
banks that are members of the new 
system that gold or lawful money 
must be used in making the transfer 
of reserve deposits from the present 
banks to the federal reserve banks. 
This step is designed to fill the vaults 
of the twelve reserve banks with 
money as soon as the institutions are 
opened, November 16, and will permit 
the ready issue of federal reserve 
notes to member banks. 

The board announced also that this 
order would apply to subscriptions to 
be made to the capital stock of re- 
serve banks by member institutions, 
the first installment of which is due 
November 2. The transfer of reserves 
will begin after Secretary McAdoo for- 
has announced that the twelve 
banks have been opened. 

The federal reserve board appealed 
to “the patriotic spirit of all member 
banks” to do their utmost in facili- 
the difficult work of inaugu- 


has yet been made showing the exact 
amount of money to be transferred. 
The Board’s Announcement. 

The board's announcement follows, 
in part: 

“The secretary of the treasury hav- 
ing advised the federal reserve board 
that formal notice of the establish- 
ment of the several reserve banks will 
be given to all member banks on No- 
vember 16, it is necessary that ar- 
rangements be made now for the 
transfer of required reserves by the 
member banks to their respective fed- 
eral reserve banks on that date. It 
is the desire of the board to arrange 
for the actual physical transfer of the 
first installment in such a manner as 
to create the least possible disturb- 
ance to business conditions in any city 
or section. 

“It is, of course, clear that if the 
banks in non-reserve cities undertake 
to make the necessary deposit of re- 
serves with their federal reserve bank 
by remitting checks or drafts on banks 
in reserve citiés (which checks. or 
drafts can be received by the federal 
reserve bank for collection only), there 
may resuit an unnecessarily heavy 
withdrawal of funds from the banks 
in the reserve cities. In the same man- 
ner, if banks in reserve cities make 
reinittances of checks or drafts on 
banks in central reserve cities, an un- 
necessary burden may be placed upon 
the latter. 

Deposits of Reserves, 

“The deposits of reserves with fed- 
eral reserve banks must be made in 
sold or lawful money, and in order 
that the withdrawal of funds from 
the vaults of member banks may be 
as nearly uniform as possible, and so 
distributed as to relieve any particular 
section or sections of unnecessary bur- 
den, the federal reserve board urges all 
banks to ship from their own vaults 
gold or lawful money. The federal re- 
serve banks have been authorized to 
assume and pay the express charges 
involved in making such shipments. 

“The foregoing suggestions also ap- 
ply’ to payments On account of the 
first installment of capital stock due 
November 2. 

“In view of the advantage to be de- 
rived from the deposits of gold, which 
may be used as reserve for federal re- 
serve notes, it is strongly urged by 
the board that deposits of reserves in 
the federal reserve banks be made, so 
far as practicable, in gold or gold cer- 
tificates. 

“Due notice of the establishment of 
the federal reserve banks on November 
16 will be sent each member bank by 
the secretary of the treasury and no 
transter of reserve can be made until] 
this done. 

“Member banks of

JUDGE SPEER REVERSED 
IN THE W. A. HUFF CASE 


Federal Court .of Appeals Or- 
ders That a Referee Shall 
Again Take Up Case.

New Orleans, October 28.—The de- 
cision of Federal Judge Emory Speer, 
of the southern district of Georgia, In 
the suit involving the property inter- 
ests of W. A. Huff, was reversed Dy 
the federal circuit court of appeals here 
yesterday. The higher court orders 
that a referee should again take up 
the case insofar as the children of 
Huff—Edison Huff and Mrs. Mattie J. C. 
Jennings—are concerned. 

The case has attracted more or less 
attention because of contempt pro- 
ceedings against the elder Huff. He 
was cited for contempt because he 
charged that the case was being un- 
necessarily delayed and excessive fees 
demanded. The case also figured in 
the recent investigation of the acts of 
Judge Speer. 

History of the Huff Case. 

Macon, Ga., October 28.—In the Huff 
bankruptcy case, Judge Emory Speer, 
of the United States court, southern 
district of Georgia, had ruled that Edi- 
son Huff and Mrs. Jennings, children 
of the bankrupt, former Mayor W. A. 
Huff, of Macon, had an equity in cer- 
tain of their father’s properties, then 
in the hands of receivers, but that in 
other property they had no equity nor 
standing in court. 

This was appealed on the basis that 
certain properties ruled by the court 
to be outside of claim by the children 
were in reality as much liable to ad- 
mission to claim as those properties 
he had ruled originally to contain 
equity of the children. The ruling at 
New Orleans today admits the chil- 
dren to court to set up further claims 
as prior’to claim by creditors. 

Colonel W. A. Huff, for eight years 
mayor of Macon, was adjudged a bank- 
rupt fifteen years ago, and he has Kept 
the case in eourt since that time oy 
continuous appeals on ancillary mat- 
ters, three of which he has won. . There 
is still enough property left unsold, 
which, if sold, would give him a sur- 
plus after the payment of all his cred- 
itors and court costs. That part of his 
estate already sold brought over $90,- 
000, and nearly all of that money has 
been distributed. 

The congressional investigation of 
the judicial conduct of Judge Emory 
Speer, of Macon, was a direct result 
of the Huff case. Coionel Huff charged 
that the Huff estate had been misman- 
aged and squandered for the benefit of 
the judge’s favorite friends and rela- 
tives, and for writing that to the judge, 
along with other highly sensational 
accusations of a personal matter, he 
was tried for contempt and convicted. 
Sentence has never been imposed, how- 
ever, 

The house last week dismissed the 
charges against Judge Speer by adopt- 
ing the report of the judiciary commit- 
tee, which held that while the charges 
against Judge Speer were true in many 
instances, they were not sufficient to 
justify impeachment.

As the sudden check to American business, 

finance and the money market and to inter- 
national trade which was occasioned by the 
Outbreak of the European war will be num- 
bered among the chief traditions of Amert- 
can business life, so also it is beginning 
to be said in the financial district the tra- 
dition will be matched by one which history 
will record as the most sudden change in 
international trade relations which this 
country or any other has ever known. 

It was said this morning that the United 
States was practically in a comatose condi- 
tion from the first of August till mid-Sep- 
tember. We began to regain consciousness 
about the middle of September, and now, 
within a little over a month, we are occu- 
pied with the greatest export trade we have 
ever known. 

Of course, bankers are looking with 
eagerness at the figures which give the money 
value of exports from day to day and week 
to week. They do this because they realize 
that exports of the kind and value which 
are now in progress cannot be continued for 
many weeks without shifting our position 
So that instead of eagerly searching for 
foreign exchange and desperately undertak- 
ing artificial methods by which our obliga- 
tions to Europe can be met, we shall find 
exchange in abundance because these ex- 
ports will furnish credit upon which ex- 
change may be based. 

A certain similarity between the present 
financial undertakings and those which char- 
acterize some of the large industries of the 
United States has not escaped observation. 
For the public has only a vague idea of the 
nature of the financing operations which are 
now under discussion. The public does know 
that a gold fund of a hundred millions has 
been established against which exchange 
may be drawn so that American debtors 
may find the instruments by which they 
can pay their debts to England. The public 
does know, because the thing is accomplish- 
ed, that New York banks are providing New 
York city with the $82,000,000 in gold which 
are needed to take up New York's notes now 
due or about to become due in London. But 
as to other discussions and propositions, 
nothing but the vaguest intimations reach 
the public. The men of finance and banking 
have adopted a sort of voluntary censorship 
and that is essential because transactions of 
this kind involve caution and, to some ex- 
tent, secrecy, until they can be thoroughly 
worked out. 

So With the Exporters. 

The industries of the United States which 
are now occupied with the manufacturing 
commodities and with selling those already 
manufactured to England and to other na- 
tions have also adopted a sort of voluntary 
censorship. They do’ not like to have the 
public know of what they are undertaking, 
partly because they may fear competition 
and partly because they Know that the for- 
eign nations which are buying s0 heavily 
in the United States are anxious that their 
purchases should be kept from the kKnowl- 
edge of Germany and Austria. 

The only way, aside from occasional re- 
ports, that the public does get knowledge 
of this export is by the records made at 
the custom house. For instance, in four 
days in mid-October exports from the port 
of New York were of the money value of a 
little over $15,000,000. This was $3,000,000 
larger tuan the money value of the exports 
for four days in the pervious week. 

The monev value of our exports gradu- 
ally increases. And if the figure for October 
shall be maintained, even if there be no 
increase in November and December, it will 
be possible to report on the first of January 
next that our exports for the last quarter of 
the present calendar year exceeded in money 
value the exports of any preceding fiscal 
quarter. This ig all the more remarkable 
because exports of cotton, which usually 
begin about this time, are, comparatively 
speaking, small. 

The Financial Side. 

Occasionally comment is made in the 
financial district of a condition which seems 
almost paradoxical. Sir George Paish has 
been for some days in conference with mem- 
bers of the administration at Washington 
and with various financial authorjties, chief- 
ly for the purpose of reaching a plan by 
which the current indebtedness on account 
of trade and finance bills due by the United 
States to Europe can be liquidated with as 
little export of gold as is possible. But 
while these conferences are in progress 
England herself, Russia, France, Italy and 
Japan are understood to be perfecting ar- 
rangements by which they can establish in 
New York credit or funds by means of which 
spot payment for these exports can be made. 
There seems to have been adopted, probDably 
by tacit understanding among American 
manufacturers and traders, a rule that com- 
modities bought at the present time for ex- 
port shall be paid for upon delivery at the 
seaport. Those who have been buying com- 
modities assume all risk and pay all charges 
when the commodities reach our seaports. 
For instance, the other day there was de- 
livered for the account of Russia a large 
consignment . of American commodities. 
When the articles were turned over to the 
steamship company payment became due for 
them. Russia drew upon one of her financial 
agents in New Yerk for a large amount, 
considerably in excess of $100,000, and in 
that way the payment was made. 

In order to establish facilities 
of which immediate payment for these com- 
modities can be secured, France and Eng- 
land, as well as Russia, are providing credit 
in New York city against which they may 
draw drafts for payment when the American 
commodities are delivered at the seaport. 
Some of the purchases will involve at least 
a vear before the commodities can be de- 
livered. One of the nations is now seeking 
contracts for American commodities to be 
delivered between this time and July 1, the 
aggregate value of which will be not far 
from $20,000,000. These commodities will 
not be delivered at ance, but from time to 
time, and payment will be made upon de- 
livery. 

It is known, although somewhat vague- 
ly, that France is represented in the United 
States by expert buyers, there being about 
twenty-five in all. Great Britain also has 
a considerable number. of purchasers in the 
United States, although Ottawa has now be- 
come the headquarters for those who, as 
representatives of England, are buying in 
this country. 

We are sending gold in large amounts 
to Ottawa, so that our debts to England 
may be liquidated, while at the same time 
England has established a purchasing com- 
mission in Ottawa whose orders to the 
Il’nited States already reach large sums. 
Some of the business men wonder why ar- 
rangements cannot be made whereby Eng- 
lish purchases in the United States cannot 
be utilized, so far as they will go, toward 
offsetting American indebtedness to Eng- 
land, much of which is being liquidated 
through the use of gold which we have sent 
to Ottawa and will be permanently liquidated 
by fresh supplies of gold which we are to 
send to the Canadian capital.

CATTLE RAISING MEANS READY 
MONEY TO FARMERS--NOT COTTON 


Editor Constitution: There is much food 
for thought in your editorial on “Money in 
Meat” appearing in your issue of the 24th, 
and we hope it will set every farmer in this 
State to thinking and cause a large per- 
centage of them to realize what a golden 


| opportunity they are losing by not devoting 


more attention to the raising of cattle, 
sheep, goats and hogs. To build up a herd 
would require a very small initial outlay and 
our farmers have the best natural facilities 
for caring for cattle at practically no cost: 
with the open winters and generally mild 
and healthful climate and the abundance of 
forage, what could be more desirable? The 
farmer claims his cotton is his crop for 
ready money, but he would find that cattle 
comes nearer being ready money than any- 
thing he can raise. 

The demand for cattle is far greater than 
the supply and the cattle raiser need not 
have to worry about the nursing and pick- 
ing of cotton, the ginning and the selling, 
because his cattle can be sold at his door. 
The cattle raiser does not have to wait on 
markets and seasons as does the cotton 
raiser because he has the year around de- 
mand, and he does not have to wait for 
all of his cattle to mature, but can realize 
ready cash in small or large quantities as 
the demands may require. The farmer who 
has cattle to turn to now is the man you 
will find warehousing his cotton and waiting 
for a profitable market, and it is he who 
is not compelled to ruin a market by forc- 
ing it. 

Should Be Diversity of Crops. 

The beauty about cattle raising is that 
it is not necessary for the farmer to lessen 
his agricultural production to any great ex- 
tent. There should be a diversity of crops 
and a curtailed production of cotton by all 
means, but while all are now advancing 
theories as to the future success of the 
farmer in this state and the necessity of 
raising more foodstuffs, the farmer should 
not overlook the fact that meat must be 
had, and with the création of a herd he can 
be assured of a handsome yield. 

Georgia pours annually into the west 
large sums of money for meat it is necessary 
to import to this state. Our available sup- 
Ply is only a small perce ntage of our re- 
quirements, simply because the cattle-raising

LARGE CREDITS IN 
COTTON ARE SOUGHT 


(From The New York Herald.) 

A number of the leading banks of this 
city have been approached by important tex- 
tile manufacturing interests with a view to 
the establishment of a very large credit. 
with which the textile manufacturers wish 
to purchase cotton at the. prevailing low 
prices. The manufacturers are convinced the 
clearing up of the general situation, with 
the removal from the market of surplus cot- 
ton through the operations of the proposed 
$150,000,000 pool, will be sure to bring high- 
er prices for cotton in the not distant future, 
For that reason they feel that spinners 
would find it profitable to have on hand a 
large supply purchased at the present prices. 

Prevailing weather conditions over the 
greater part of the cotton belt are favor- 
able for maturing the crop, and picking 
evidently has been making rapid progress. 
At any rate, each day sees cotton pressing 
for sale in the southern markets, with prices 
weakening first in one section and then in 
another. 

These alternating weak spots, so far as 
they are reflected in the very low prices 
mentioned, probably reflect no great volume 
of offerings, but it seems a smail propor 
tion of each day's receipts is forced for 
sale on a market which contains compara- 
tively few buyers. All advices indicate tha? 
farmers are holding the bulk of their cotton. 
So far as can be learned, comparatively few 
loans are to be asked for on such cotton, 
which is being stored on the plantation and 
so poorly protected from weather that spot 
merchants expect an abnormally large 
amount of country damage, with consequent 
high-grade premiums, before the end of the 
season. 

Merchants who are taking cotton In ex- 
change for trade or in settlement of old 
accounts are storing their cotton in better 
shape, and their position is likely to be 
helped materially by the $150,000,000 pool 
proposition should it go through, as now 
seems probable. 

It is said the cotton exchange committee 
in charge of the steps for taking over old 
contracts has practically completed its can- 
vass, and, regardless of the attitude of the 
few members who remain to be heard from, 
has sufficient support pledged to insure the 
success of the scheme, which would leave 
the market free from old entanglements or 
with all such commitments fully provided 
for. 


General French’s Losses. 
‘(From The New York Times.) 


The official report of 
wounded and missing in the three wee 
from September 13 to October 8, including 
battle of the Marne, numbers 13,541.

10 reported British losses of 138,000 up to 
that date. Until two weeks ago, then, the 
losses of General French's men totaled over 
31,000. The British loss at Waterleo was 
22,000, the federal loSs at Gettysbure 17,000, 
the French at Solferino lost 15,000, at Mos- 
cow 23,000, at Marengo 7,000, at Austerlitz 
12,000, and at 3autzen = 28,000. General 
French did “safer’’ fighting than the Ger- 
mans, husbanding his small retreating army, 
estimated at not much over 100,000 men, in 
the daily battles on the route to Paris, and 
even they could not have lost so much ag 
the Germans they assailed in the victorious 
flank movement at the Marne. Yet in only 
two great decisive battles of the nineteenth 
century, Gravelotte and Leipsic, where the 
Germans lost 35,000 and 47,000, respectively 
were the casualties greater to the victors 
than those suffered by the British in their 
continuous day-to-day fizhting on French 
soil. In but three—Leipsic. Moscow and 
Sedan—did the casualties of the vanquished 
amount to over 30,000,

SECRECY IS ORDERED
